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SYNOPSIS 

Investigation based on confidential information alleging that the 
SUBJECT is travelling about the United States showing a motion 
picture film concerning his background in Estonia. Allegation was 
made that the possibility exists that the SUBJECT is pro-Soviet 
and possibly working in the interest of the Soviet Union. Investi- 
gation looally failed to establish that the SUBJECT propagandized 
for the Soviet Union while in the Seattle area. SUBJECT departed 
for C ana da on July 25, 1963, allegedly to display his film in Canada 
and return to his home in Toronto. 
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On July 19, 1963, confidential source, SEA-I -29, ad-vised that the 
SUBJECT reportedly would be arriving in Seattle shortly to display 
a motion picture filn^allej^edly depicting his background in Estonia 
as a member of thV'^ari lii* - forces fighting the Communist Occupation 
Army. Because of the fact that the SUBJECT has alleged that he was 
captured by the Soviet military on more than one occasion and es- 
caped from their oustody, there ie some doubt ae to the reliability 
of his claims. 

JOHANNES HANNIBAL, a naturalized citizen of the United States, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, was oontaoted at his 
residence, 3010 Aurora Avenue, Seattle, on July 19, 1963. HANNIBAL 
stated that he had received a letter within the past two or three 
days from one JUKI RAUS who is the national commander of the Legion 
of Estonian Liberation, Inc., Estonian House, 2lt3 East 3bth Street, 

New York City. HANNIBAL stated that RAUS is also a captain in the 
United States Army. 

HANNIBAL stated that RAUS wrote to him and told him that EERIK HEINE 
would be arriving in Seattle Sunday morning, July 21, 1963, and re- 
quested that he, HANNIBAL, make arrangements for HEINE to address the 
Seattle branch of the organization which consists of twenty-one members. 

HANNIBAL, therefore, arranged for the use of the Latvian House at 
li3rd and Denemore, Seattle, and he Btates that HEINE was to show a 
film based on his experiences in Estonia and Russia, as well as make 
a talk. 

He stated that RAUS told him in the letter that he should caution 
the members of the Seattle branch to be very careful about anything 
they might say to HEINE as he is under suspicion as a possible contact 
or sympathizer with the Soviets. HANNIBAL stated that the suspicion 
apparently is based on the unreasonable details of HEINE’S background, 
which he has been incorporating into his talks and which apparently 
are included in the film which he shows' to various groups. 

HANNIBAL stated that HEINE was due to talk in Portland, Oregon, to the 
Portland Estonian group on Saturday night, July 20, 1963, would arrive 
in Seattle the next morning by automobile, and after his talk to the 
Seattle branch would be departing from the United States to British 
Columbia. He stated that the Portland branch of the organisation is 
headed by ERVIN SOOD of 130b S. W. Falcon Street, Portland 19, Oregon, 
telephone CH h-9677. 
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HANNIBAL agreed to advise the writer after the SUBJECT addressed 
the Seattle branch and would report anything of aignifioanoe . 

On July 22, 1 963 , HANNIBAL advised the writer that the SUBJECT was 
still in Seattle but was going to leave Wednesday, July 2h, 1963, 
for Vancouver. He stated that as far as he had noticed there was 
nothing whioh transpired during SUBJECT'S etay in Seattle which would 
indioate that he was favorable to the Soviets. 

On July 29, 1963, HR. BELIZARS RADZINS, Research Director, TMCA, 

Seattle, stated that he wae aware that the SUBJECT had been in Seattle 
giving a talk because the Latvian House at *i3rd and Denamore in Seattle 
was rented for that purpose, for Sunday, July 21, 1963. RADZINS who 
ia a Latvian by derivation advised that he has no knowledge of the sub- 
ject natter of HEINE'S talk. 

On July 29, 1963, JOHANNES HANNIBAL was again contacted at his home, 

3810 Aurora Avenue, Seattle, and he furnished a letter addressed to 

him, dated July 10, 1963, by JUKI RAUS, copy of which is attached to 

this report as Exhibit n A n . The letter is written in the Estonian Ex, "A" 

language and HANNIBAL states that it ie the letter he told the writer 

about on July 19, 1963. He also furnished a copy of a letter which 

appears to be dated June 6, 1963, fro 1 " EIHAR KEERD of New York which 

is attached as Exhibit n B n . This letter is also typed in the Estonian Ex. "B" 

language and according to HAMnBAL sets forth the itinerary of the 

SUBJECT in the United States and requests HANNIBAL to make arrangements 

for SUBJECT'S forthcoming talk. HANNIBAL also furnished a letter from 

KEERD, dated June 2$, 1963, at New York, copy of which is attached to 

this report as Exhibit "C u . HANNIBAL stated that this letter also con- Ex, "C° 

tains the same subject matter as Exhibits "A" and "B n . 



HANNIBAL advised that the SUBJECT showed a film at the Latvian House 
in Seattle, on Sunday, the 21st of July, which took about two hours to 
complete. He stated that the film was made, as far as he knows, by the 
SUBJECT in Canada with volunteer actors of the Estonian community of 
Canada who performed without pay. HANNIBAL stated that the SUBJECT was 
very outspoken and did not request information from anybody but seemed 
to be anxious to relate his own experiences, and it is his impression 
that some of the experiences related by the SUBJECT were exaggerations 
designed to cast himself in the role of a hero, HANNIBAL stated that 
there were thirty in attendance at the Bhow in the Latvian House, about 
half of whom were members of the Legion of Estonian Liberation, The 
other fifteen were made up of members of the local chapter of the 
Estonian Lutheran Congregation and the Estonian Society of Seattle. 

HANNIBAL advised that the SUBJECT has a brother-in-law in Canada, named 
ARVED VTIRLAID, HANNIBAL stated that VIIRLAID who ie an author has 
written two books devoted to the SUBJECT'S experiences fighting the

Russian occupation forces, entitled RISTIDETA HANAD I and RISTIDETA 
HANAD II. HANNIBAL atated that when the SUBJECT left Seattle on 
Thureday, July 25, he was destined to Vancouver where he was scheduled 
to show the pioture and make a talk, and he also said that he vaa giving 
a show in four or five other places in Canada on hia way back to Toronto, 
the only one of which HANNIBAL could remember ia Edmonton, Alberta. 

On July 29, 1963, the records of the Seattle Police Department and the 
King County Sheriffs Office were found to be negative concerning the 
SUBJECT. On the same date, a representative of Informant SEA-I-29 
advised that there is no information available other that which has been 
previously furnished to this Service.
